The Appalling Cost 
of Fires in U.S. 


Fires in the United States last 
year cost the lives of nearly 10,- 
000 persons, J. H. Rutledge writes 
in Nation’s Business. The num- 
ber will be about the same thf 
year. That’s 2,000 more than were 
killed in action in the United 
States armed forces in the first 
twelve months of ‘the war, in- 
cluding Pearl Harbor. 

This is mentioned here, not to 
indicate that war, after all, is 
not costly (which it is) but to 
show how terrifically: costly are 
our daily fires which we allow to 
happen, and which we sometimes 
seem to take for granted. 

In the first two years of the 
war, bombing of England,  in- 
cluding the destructive attacks 
on London, Coventry and other 
cities, caused property damage 
estimated at $408,000,000. In the 
same period, fires in America 
caused damage of moré than 
$600,000,000.

The substance, which has been 
named marvinol. is not a syn- 
thetic rubber, Martin declaréd, 
but a new material-better suited 
for many of the purposes for 
which rubber has been used than 
rubber itself, 

“The new chem-elastic sub- 
stance, Which in effect makes it 
possible to manufacture’ inner 
tubes from coal, salt and water 
on standard rubber fabricating 
equipment has been picked out 
of the research laboratory before 
its uses have been fully exploit- 
ed.” Martin said in a statement. 

“This was done because we 
were aware tuat marvinol an- 
swered critical war needs—-espe- 
cially for automobile inner tubes 
and delicate gloves for surgeons.” 

Martin said that one of the 
principal advantages of the sub- 
stance was that it was’ 100 per 
cent reclaimable a property 
which he said ‘‘may in itself revo- 
lutionize the entire inner tube 
industry.” 

Another valuable property, he 
said, is marvinol’s ability to retain 
air when used in inner tubes.

Grain, Vegetables Flourish 
In Short Hot Summer 

Perhaps the most flourishing 
part of the world at the present 
time is Alaska. Its rapidly increas- 
ing population have no fear of air 
raids or invasion and they are in- 
tensely busy producing not only 
minerals but food stuffs. 

For long Alaska has figured as 
an Arctic country where the only 
products were gold and furs. To- 
day it has become a great farming 
centre, Trye, the winter is long 
and cold, but the growth in sum- 
mer is incredibly swift. 

A visitor to Fort McPherson, 
which is North of the Aretic 
Circle, says that on June 20th n 
huds on the trees were just per- 
ceptible. Forty-eight hours later 
the trees were in full leaf. In July 
it was unbearably hot. On five 
days in July the average shade 
temperature was 95 deg. Fahren- 
heit. 

Potatoes do well, and have been 
grown successfully sixty miles 
north of the Arctic Circle. Cab- 
bages, cauliflower, lettuce, car- 
rots, parsnips, beet, onions and 
rhubarb all flourish during the 
short, warm summer.

The Long Arm Of Allied Airpower 


With the Russians © reported 
acros® the Dnieper in several 
places, the French practically in 
control of Corsica, Allied forres 
seizing the Aegean Islands, Yugo- 
élay guerillas holding most of the 
Dalmatian coast, and the British- 
"American armies pushing ‘up the 
Italian boot, the walls and roof of 
Hitler's “fortress” are bent and 
breached, says the Christian 
Science Monitor. Not only has 
Germany been put clearly on the 
defensive; her lines of defence 
have been sharpely contracted. 

How much the shape of the war 
has been changed since July is 
only clear when we look at those 
encouraging circles the mapmakers 
draw to show how far Allied 
planes will go if they fly 300 or 
600 miles toward Berlin. The 
circles are not only overlapping; 
they are beginning to blanket the 
whole area under Nazis control. 
No German can get outside the 
600-mile arcs from Allied bases. 
The Ruasians on the Dnleper are 
no farther from eastern Germany 
than London {s. Bombers based in 
Corsica or southern ‘Italy will be

Fighter-Plane Umbrellas 

The Liberators which did such 
damage to the Ploest! oilfields 
had to go nearly twice as far as 
they will when the British- 
American forcea have fixed up 
bases on the Aegean islands.

500 Pounders in 1939 


World War II's aerial offensive 
against Germany began on Sept. 4, 
1939, a little more than twenty-four 
hours after Britain declared war. 
Planes of the RAF’s Bomber Com- 
mand attacked German warships 
at Wilhelmshavyen and Brunsbuet- 
tel, at the entrance to the Kiel 
Canal, The biggest plane available 
for the raid was the two-engined 
Wellington Mark 1-A. The biggest 
bomb used was a 600-pounder. 
Vith the Wellinetons went some 
Blenheims, much smaller. The 
fleet of twenty-nine planes was 
the largest Btitain could risk on 
a single mission The loss of 
seven planes,. almost 25 per cent, 
was prohibitively high. Except 
for one raid on Helgoland there 
were no more major attacks until 
December 

8,000 Pounders Now 

Last week the bomber offensive 
against Germany was being writ- 
ten ih terms that dramatically 
marked the change wrought in 
four years. Wellingtons are only 
medium bombers now. The largest 
bombs weigh 8,000 pounds instead 
of 590, Maximum bomb loads have 
climbed from two tons to more 
than eleht tons. jomber fleets 
regularly run to the hundreds of 
planes and operate day after day.

Gr TAWA REPOATS 


That Canadian Farmers Can 
Be Proud of the Results of 


- Their Hog-Raising Program 


Farmers of Canada have made 
it possible to supply Britain with 
the product of seventeen million 
hogs, valued at four hundred 
million dollars. 

Since the war began, the total 
shipments of bacon to Britain 
have been in excess cf two bil- 
lion pounds. In addition to these 
bacon deliveries, Canada has sent 
overseas nearly 40 million pounds 
of frozen pork liver, kidneys and 
tongues, 13 million pounds of 
canned pork, 4 million pounds of 
lard and nearly a million bundles 
of hog casings for the manufac- 
ture of sausages. 

Not only have Canadian farm- 
ers supplied the people of Britain 
with their bacon, but they have 
also acquired a reputation» for 
regular deliveries of a quality 
product, a reputation which will 
be needed in the competitive ex- 
port market of post-war years.

Meat rationing has helped in 
the fulfilment of the bacon con- 
truct to Britain; limitations on 
the quantities of.bacon and other 
pork products for domestic use 
have made more available for ex- 


_ port. How much more is shown 


in an announcement from the 
Meat Board which states that dur- 
ing the first part of this summer 
Canada exported 43 per cent. 
more bacon than in the similar 
period of 1942. 

This 43 per cent. increase was 
obtained with only 18 per cent. 
increase .n hog marketings. The 
relaxation of the system of dis- 
counts on heavy hog. made this 
possible. The average weight of 
hog carcasses has risen from 148 
pounds before the war to an esti- 
mated 165 pounds at the present 
time. While heavier hogs have 
been acceptable as a wartime 
emergency, they will not be de- 
sirable in peaceLime. The heavy- 
weights increase the quantity of 
bacon, but they don’t make for 
better bacon, and farmers must 
bear in mind that heavier hogs 
will not be satisfactory for com- 
petition on the British market 
after the war 
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To assist good growth in young 
pigs farmers feed them skim mk 
and buttermilk. Other farmers 
with no milk for fe:ding, mix 
twelve pounds of concentrate in 
every hundred pounds of the 
grain ration. There is the pos- 
sibility of wastage of high pro- 
tein supplements through the 
idea that by boosting the protein 
supplement from 12 to 24 pounds 
the pig will grow twice as fast. 
This is not so. Unnecessarily 
large amounts of concentrates 
have been fed to pigs on some 
farms when they would be just 
as well off without it. Any 
amount over the normal require- 
ments is wasted. A young pig 
uses excess protein only for 
energy or fattening and farmers 
agree that there are cheaper 
ways of putting fat on a pig than 
by laying out money for protein 
supplements. Supplies of com- 
mercial protein feeds are Hmited 
and it is only by using these 
feeds and dairy by-products in 
the most economical way that the 
large tiltmber of pigs required can 
be raised suceessfully and 
cheaply. ~

Places—The Ten Commandments 
were given at Mount Sinai; the 
ingident from our’~Lord’s boyhood 
todk.-ariace in the Temple in Jer- 
usalem and later at Nazareth; the 
discourse about unfaithfulness to 
parents was given at Capernaum; 
our Lord was crucified outside the 
city wall of Jerusalem. 

Honor For Parents 

“Honor thy father and thy moth- 
er, that thy days may he long in 
the land which Jehovah thy God 
giveth thee.” The honor for our 
parents is love combined with rev- 
erence. It also includes gratitude 
and obedience and support in thetr 
old age. A spirit.of obedience and 
respect to parents implies a well- 
ordered life in general, a prospect 
of prosperity and a long life. 

“And when they saw him they 
were astonished; and his mother 
said unto him, Son, why hast thou 
dealt with us? behold, thy 
father and I sought thee sorrow- 
ing.” Jesus’ parents were amazed 
because the simple and obedient 
childhood of Jesus had not pre- 
pared them to find Him question- 
ing these great men. 


First Words of Jesus

He came to do 
His Father's work and here itn 
His childhood He is conscious of 
His divine mission, 

“And they understood not the 
saying which he spake unto them. 
And he went down with them, and 
came to Nazareth; and hé was 
subject unfo them: and his moth- 
er kept all these sayings in her 
heart.’* Jesus went on as an obed- 
jent child to Joseph and Mary. The 
set time had not come to claim 
his independence. Though the Son 
of God, He was also ‘the San. of 
Mary, and he jietognized His 
mother’s claim upon His love, 
care and obedience. 

Doctrines of God and Man 

“And he said unto them, Well 
did Isaiah prophesy of you hypo- 
crites, as it is written, This people 
honoreth me with their Ips, but 
their: heart is far from me.”

Some Reminders 
Of Inflation Days 


Prices After First War Com- 
pared With 1943 Prices 


Just in case there are some who 
don’t remember what happened 
in the days of dizzy inflation, here 
are some illustrations, by the 
Winnipeg Free Press. Flour, just 
after the First Great War, cost 
$8.00 against $2.95 today. Sugar 
was 22 cents a pound, as compared 
with the nine or 10 cents of 1943, 
Eggs wer 80 cents a dozen. Pota- 
toes cost $4.00 a bushel, Side 
bacon was 55 cents a pound. Cloth- 
ing, shoes, household furnishings 
-~~all soared to unprecedented 
heights. The cost of living imposed 
a cruel hardship on those depen- 
dent upon fixed incomes. Pen- 
sioners, small salaried folk and 
people living on income from in- 
vested savings were especially 


hard hit.

In 1918 bread cost 16 cents a 
loaf. Canned corn came as high 
as 25 cents a tin against 15 cents 
today. Tinned tomatoes were 
double their price. Jam, which 
today, when there is any, can be 
bought for 60 cents, cost $1.40.

in flour. Fry in piping hot fat— 
if you happen to have chicken fat 
it is best. When pieces are a 
golden brown arrange in a bak- 
ing dish.

Invasion In 1940 


Barges Ready To Carry Hun 
Hordes To England 


The gigantic air attack that 
Germany hurled ‘at London three 
years ago last month definitely 
was the preliminary step toward 
invasion of Britain. : 

Twenty-five hundred barges 
massed in ports across the Eng- 
Mesh Channel and the North Sea 
were to have carried Hitler’s in- 
vyasion hordes to the shores of 
England-as the climax of a five- 
week program culminating in mid- 
September. 

The planned preliminary steps 
were to have been the knocking 
out of the-R.A.F. and then the 
bombing of London to shatter the 
will* and ability of the British 
people to resist, 

This information, obtained from 
sources which may not be speci- 
fied, presented a broader picture 
of events that occurred during 
those dark days than it was pos- 
sible -to give then or since, 
Radio Location System Effective 

The daring and tireless pilots 
of the R.A.F. carried the major 
burden of throwing this enemy in- 
vasion program awry—The men 
who long ago were immortalized 


by the words of Winston Chure,- 


hill: “Never in the field of human, 


conflict was so much owed by 80 
many to so few.” 

The R.A.F. then was out-num- 
bered four to one by the German 
alr force’s 3,450 planes, 

The force that battled back 400 
German planes on September 15, 
1940, and 850 on September 27 
amounted to only 29 squadrons— 
less than $850 planes—some of 
which fought three times in a day. 

Besides courage, the R.ALF.'s 
big assets were a radio location 
system, an efficient operational 
system, and the Gérmans’ ge 
quence of mistakes, 

The Germans .counted on dive. 
bombing, but evasive tactics, 
which saved the Stukas in Spain 
failed to work in Britain. Without 
armor, the Nazi bombers were 
forced into high altitude pattern 
bombing by daylight—a system jn 
which they didn’t believe, 


Frenchmen Flee

Interior Minister Andre’ Philip 
of the French Committee of Na- 
tiona! Liberation said recently 
that on the basis oz reports from 
the “underground” there are 
more than 200,000 Frenchmen 
living in “illegality” in the Alps 
or Pyrenees after fleeing to avoid 
deportation to forcceu labor in 
Germany. ‘ 

Forty thousan¢ Frenchmen 
have been executed by the Ger- 
mans up to March, 1943, he said.
